‘Aloha’ 


Aloha, a word sometimes misused but still 
carrying the rich warmth exhibited by early 
Hawaiians to present-day inhabitants of the 
Islands . . . But what does the word really 
mean? 

According to an ancient Hawaiian woman. 
Aloha is a combination of several Hawaiian 
words, those taught to her in the early 1920s 
by her grandfather and father. Their meaning 
follows: 

A — “Aloha" 

"A” stood for the word “aloha” meaning 
“Welcome. What I have you may have. We 
share.” 

L — “Loko Maikai” 

“L” stood for the Hawaiian word “Loko 
maikai” which meant “What I’ve said 
comes from my heart with my good in¬ 
tentions.” 

O — “Oluolu” 

“0” stood for the Hawaiian word “oluolu” 
'Which when translated means “happy.” 
This Is part of the Hawaiian heritage. 
Happy Hawaiian people are happy doing 
for others. 

H — “Haahaa” 

“H” stood for the Hawaiian word “haahaa” 
which meant humility and meekness. “We 
welcome you, we do things for you be¬ 
cause we are happy doing them. We are 
humble to serve.” 

A — “A-a ka maka” 

“A” stood for the Hawaiian word “a-a ka 
maka” which meant “Our eyes are wide 
open but our lips are sealed. If you have 
taken all from us, what are we to say? 
We knew what we were doing.” 

Aloha. From the heart of Hawaii.

Lazing on Maui’s Kaanapali 
Beach is like being caught in 
a time warp. Behind you, 
gracefully strung out up and 
down this magnificent ribbon 
of sand, stands a row of lux¬ 
ury hotels offering all those 
conveniences that the modern 
traveler— who wants to spoil 
himself a little— demands. 

But in front of you, the 
glistening blue surf belies the 
historical fact that these waters 
once boasted the largest wha¬ 
ling fleet in the Pacific. 

Today, the ships— as many 
as 50 at a time would be an¬ 
chored off Lahaina Roads— 
are gone. What has replaced 
them is the simple pursuit of 
what Kaanapali Beach has 
always offered man: the warm 
sun and the feeling of peace 
and well-being. Today, man 
is taking advantage. 

That feeling, in sharp con¬ 
trast to the turbulent and 
sometimes violent times of 
the 1850s when the whalers, 
missionaries and natives shared 
this beach, is easily captured 
at any one of the hotels here 
but especially so at The Wha¬ 
ler. The Whaler is not really 
a hotel, but a condominium 


resort with 360 units sheltered 
within its twin towers. 

The Whaler is the kind of 
facility that offers what many 
seasoned resort-goers value 
most— a variety of choices. 
While the quiet may wish only 
to contemplate the spectacular 
Maui sunsets, the active can 
bash about on any one of four 
tennis courts and two paddle 
courts or, if they wish, choose 
one of the two golf courses 
or work out in the gym. Of 
course, even the energetic 
among us need to wind down 
once in a while. The Whaler 
offers a huge swimming pool 
and a sauna. 

An easy wtUk from the Wha¬ 
ler condominium is Whaler’s 
Village, a shops-cum-museum 
where you can find out all you 
want to know about Maui’s; 
rich whaling history, among 
other things. And just ten 
minutes’ drive down Hono- 
apilani Highway takes you 
to the old whaling port of 
Lahaina, where the whales 
still play offshore, glared from 
the flensing knives and the 
sharp tips of fathom-lei^th 
harpoons. 

The ruins of Lahaina’s old 
fort sleep in a kind of crum¬ 
pled majesty near the harbor. 


reminding you of the days 
when the town was connonaded 
by ship and the waterfront 
saloons echoed with the cry 
of the whalingmen; “No God 
west of the Horn!” In those 
days, whalingmen roamed the 
streets. Many deserted in La¬ 
haina, held by the languorous 
beauty of the land and its 
daughters. One of them had 
literary ambitions and wrote 
the American classic “Moby 
Dick.” 

Away from Lahaina, the 
traveler can rediscover the 
rest of Maui and find for him¬ 
self why the people of this 
island refer to it as “no ka oi’’ 
— the best of all. 

Maui’s eastern coast is cat¬ 
tle country, a green and lush 
land cooled by gentle rains. 

It is a land of legends, gods 
and glories. It is a land of his¬ 
tory, too. 

The great Kam^tameha lived 
here and built his fearsome 
reputation as a warrior. It 
was here that Kamehameha 
had his first look at the “ha- 
oles” (strangers) in the large, 
sail-driven ships anchored 
in Hana Bay. It was here 
that Kamehameha met a man 
named William Bligh, later 
to become master of the ill- i 


fated H.M.S. Bounty. 

The visitor to Maui should 
try to see it all, especially the 
trek to the top of Haleakala, 
the 10,000-foot volcano. Hal¬ 
eakala means “House of the 
Sun” but finding sunrise there 
is tricky because of the morn¬ 
ing fog. You should risk it, 
however, because the sun in 
the caldera fires a thousand 
shades and shadows, making 
the trip to the summit a beau¬ 
tiful and memorable eiqjerieiKe.

The north shore Kaneohe 
is greener and cool with 
a sky so blue it nearly 
makes your eyes ache. 
There are still bullet holes 
here and there at Pearl 
which remind residents 
of December, 1941.

When the Boss said we had

They stayed at a condo com¬ 
plex on Maui, where they had 
available a kitchen, washer/ 
dryer and other cost-saving 
amenities, along with such 
luxuries as a pool for fresh 
water swimming and balconies 
from which they could see 
the nearby islands of Lanai 
and Molokai, rising out of 
the Wue waters of the PadHc. 
During their 10-day stay on 


Maui, they rented a car and 
drove around the island to 
Hana, a small village where 
one of the top luxury inns of 
the Islands is located. Taking 
6 Vi hours to make the 4-hour 
drive, they stopped at every 
bridge to savor the waterfalls 
and jungly rain forests which 
cover the mountains. The 
rain was warm and refreshing, 
but coated the car with a good 
inch of mud from soggy pot¬ 
holes in the winding moun¬ 
tain road. 

One evening the group in¬ 
vested in a luau, complete with 
all the mai tais one could drink, 
the traditiontd pig roasted in 
a pit, poi and exotic fruits, 
as well as steak and chicken 
for the less adventurous. Fire 
dancers entertained and the 
girls took the offered hula 
lesson, proudly bringing home 
thor “Cenificates of Courage.’’ 
Cost— $27 each. 

A cocktail cruise on a 50’ 
catamaran featured mai tais 
and pu pus (Hawaiian hors 
d'houvres) on the two-hour 
trip past Kaanapali Beach, 
where Maui’s main hotels 
abound, to Hana. For our gor- 
grous girls the highlight of the 
trip was a chance to flirt with 
the magnificent men aboard a 


passing submarine, and an 
impromptu visit from a hand¬ 
some young man passing by 
in a hobicat. Cost— $19 each. 

One of their favorite restau¬ 
rants was Kimo’s, where they 
sampled hula pie: macadamia 
nut ice cream in a chocolate 
crust, with a whipped cream 
topping. Not recommended 
for dieters. 

Dining tends to be latish, 
with diners served until 11:30 
p.m. The choices for after- 
dinner entertainment are al¬ 
most unlimited, with every¬ 
thing from rock and roll bars 
and discos to banjo players 
and Hawaiian singers and dan¬ 
cers, offered to 4 a.m. clo¬ 
sing time each day. Shops are 
open until 9:30 or 10 p.m. 

They found Hawaiians 
exceptionally friendly, but add- 
kI that the relaxed atmosphere 
made fellow tourists more 
friendly and outgoing than 
at home. They met many 
Oahuans who had gone for 
a visit and ended up just 
staying. 

A brunch at the Sheraton 
Hotel was highly recommended 
by our experts: your choice 
of crepes, eggs benedict, chick¬ 
en livers (to name a few), 
plus fruit and exotic juice ta¬ 
bles, pecan rolls, papaya and 


what-have-you. All for $8. 

Sheri and Karen went back 
to Oahu for four more days 
as the other two returned 
stateside. Waikiki, they in¬ 
formed us, was more like an 
incredibly beautiful Los Ange¬ 
les. A big city— crowded, hot¬ 
ter than Oahu where breezes 
cool the air, but most of Oahu 
is less expensive. As our young 
advisors put it, Oahu is more 
“kicked back” (we found this 
means the same as “laid 
back,” or relaxing). 

They stayed at the Sheraton 
Surfrider and were impressed 
with the room and beach ser¬ 
vice. They were almost undone, 
however, by being able to 
charge to their room in all five 
of Waikiki’s Sheraton liotels. 

After visiting the Interna¬ 
tional Market Place, complete 
with pearl divers as well as 
shops, the two weeks in para¬ 
dise came to a fitting close as 
our enchanting experts took 
a wiki wiki bus inside the air¬ 
port to their plane, loaded 
down with leis, pineapples and 
macadamia nut candies for 
disadvantaged friends back 
home. Sheri had already ship¬ 
ped an orchid plant to bring 
a ray of joy in life for her long- 
suffering dad.

Hie Humpbacks 

The humpbacks occupy the 
waters off the West Coast 
of Maui from December to 
May. 

Since 1973, when the hump¬ 
backs were declared an endan¬ 
gered species, the attention 
given the whales has heightened. 

Two years ago a Whale- 
watch began in hopes of Esti¬ 
mating a humpback popula¬ 
tion count. 

The Whalewatch is conduc¬ 
ted by the Whale Reporting 
Center located next to Car¬ 
thaginian II in Lahaina Harbor. 

Anyone sighting humpbacks 
is asked to call Whale watch 
at 661-8527 or CB chtuinel 13. 

The humpbacks are distin- 
guised by their size (40 to 50 
feet at maturity) and large 
white lateral fins which mea¬ 
sure one-third of their body 
length.

If you move it back outside 
the following summer, keep 
it in a semi-shaded spot for 
about a few days or it may 
be damaged by sunshock. 

About a year and a half 
after planting, you should see 
a bright red cone in the center 
of the leaves. If you don’t put 
the whole plant— pot and all— 
into a tightly closed bag, 
along with a ripe apple and 
leave your pineapple in its 
usual sunny spot. Your red 
cone should appear within 
two months. 

Bright blue flowers, each 
lasting just one day, will open 
row by row on the cone for 


about two weeks. When the 
last flower is gone, the fruit 
begins to develop. 

You will still have to wait 
another six months or so be¬ 


fore you can eat your pine¬ 
apple. During the six months, 
the fruit sweetens and the color 
of the outside shell turns from 
green to a rich gold.
